2. When World War Il enied, the Japanese had 20 nelf=constracted shipa at the 
Wonsan shipyards, In October 1946 a contract was made between the yard and 
the Soviet navy to complete those ships by May 1947, and shout 4,000 ,000 
North Xorean won was advanced hy the Soviets for thig purpese. The ships were 
to be as follows: : 


12 wooden cargo ships 150 tons each Total tonnage: 1,800 
8 wooden tugs . 80 tong eash Total tonnage: 64.0 


3. However, by May 1947 the contract was not completed, and after ‘the delivery 
of seven of the Cargo ships and five of the tugs, Captain Kaptulenke i, the 
Soviet contractor, cuncelud the reuainder of the order. It had been anpossible 
to complete the ships because of a lack of sumber; the Soviets had promised 
& supply but did not deliver it, Because of the cancelaiion of the order, 
the shipyard suffered financially. The Soviets refused to eccept otber ships 
from the yard in the future and complained of interior construction in the 
‘ships they had received, Finally, the finencial matter vas handed to the 
North Korean Industry Bureay, which made a settlamsnt 34th the Soviet navel, 
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In 1948 the North Korean goverment began a two-year progran to enlarge the 
shipyards in order to puila vessels for the North Korean navy. Before the 
Korean war two cargo ships of 300 and 1, 500 tons respectively were under con- 
struction. During 1948, about 15 Soviet naval vessels were repaired in these 
yards along with some Korean fishing boats.

Wonsen, Borisov, age 45, placed an order for 30 flat cargo barges: fron 40 to 
€90 tons with the Wonsan. Shipyards in 1948, Andrev, a Soviet technician in 
the yards, said they wore to be used in the Kuril Islands, Only 14 boats were 
delivered because of a lack of material » and even those 1° were unusable.

In November 1946 less than 20 percent of the shipyard workers were NKLP members. 
In 1947 the authorities announced a proposed cut of 500 workers, and the non- 
Communists, afraid of unemployment, joined the party. The Communists. ‘held 
indoctrination classes and reading clubs two or three tinss a week among the 
employees.
